EMERGENCY DEPARTMENTS FOR EMERGENCIES ONLY 


The dictionary defines 
“emergency” as "an unforeseen 
occurence; a sudden and urgent 
occasion for action." 

Look in on any hospital 
emergency department, esp~- 
ecially in the evenings and on 
weekends, and you'll see a 
steady stream of patients whose 
problems may well have been 
unforeseen, but-could hardly 
be considered urgent: minor 
cuts and bruises, and assorted 
aches and pains usually outnum- 
ber the genuine emergencies - 
the heart attacks, abcesses and 

fractures. 

Not that aches, pains, cuts 
and bruises don't call for med- 
ical attention. They may well 
do - and if you have any doubts, 
it's always best to'seek profes- 
sional medical help. But not 
necessarily in the emergency 
department of your local hosp- 
ital. 

Well then, where do you 
go? If you need help but don't 
have a crisis on your hands, 
you go to your family doctor. 

But the problem for many 
of the people who turn to the 
emergency department with non- 
urgent problems is that they 
either don't have a family doc- 
tor - or they have one but can't 
Find him. 

What they're discovering is 
that illness and injury can 
occur outside of the doctor's 
regular office hours; that they 
don't simply quit when he does. 

For those who don't have 
a family doctor, it makes 


good health sense to find one 
before treatment is really 

needed. If you've come from 
another town where you had 
a family physician, ask him 


to transfer your records to 


w doctor 


verything he 


s to know about yo 


If you already hav 
family doctor, you should be 
aware of when he's available 


Obviously, he's nét going to 
put in a 24 hour day; like 
everyone else, he needs time 
off for rest and relaxation. If 
he practices ina portnership or 
© group practice, chances are 
that when he's not available 
another physician is. If he's 
a solo practitioner, he may 
well have an arrangement 
with another doctor to handle 
off-hours problems. 


In any event, you, as the 


health care "customer", are 
fully entitled to know what 
services your doctor provides. 

Just ask. 

Generally, physicians 
don't make house calls these 
days. That's why it's even more 
important that they provide 
some kind of service on a 
round-the-clock basis. 

If your problem really is 
an emergency, then you should 
go to the hospital emergency 
department where it will be 
handled promptly and properly; 
if it isn't, you may be adding 
to the burdens of that hospital, 
and will likely be in fora 
long and frustrating wait.

This must be done before 


June 19th, when the period 
of public sittings begins for 
the revision of preliminary 
lists of electors. 

The urban lists ore revised 
by a revising officer, who is 
usually the senior district 
judge, or representative ap= 
pointed by that judge. If you 
are an unregistered elector 
entitled to vote, you may 
appear before the revising 
officer (June 19, 20, or 21) 
and apply to have your name 
put on the official list of 
voters. 

The hours and address 
where the sittings for revisior 
are hled may be obtained 
from your returning officer. 
It is also at the top of the 
printed preliminary list of 
voters.
